Our finest varieties of oranges budded on this stock 
are governed by it, and being dormant, withstand 
occasional cold spells that would injure or destroy 
ordincry types of oranges, and lemons which have 
a tendency to grow continuously all winter unless 
checked by sudden cold. i
